NOT PREACHED BY ANGELS 


“There was a certain man in Caes- 
area called Cornelius, a centurion of 
the band called the Italian band, a 
devout man, and one that feared God 
with all his house, which gave much 
alms to the people, and prayed to God 
alway.” Cornelius had never heard the 
full gospel, but was honest-hearted 
and open for the truth. As this good 
man prayed, an angel of the Lord ap- 
peared to him in a vision, and said un- 
to him, “Cornelius. And when he 
looked on him, he was afraid, and 
said, What is it, Lord? And he said 
unto him, Thy prayers and thine alms 
are come up for a memorial before 
God. And now send men to Joppa, and 
call for one Simon, whose surname is 
Peter: He lodgeth with one Simon a 
tanner, whose house is by the sea side: 
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to do. And when the angel which 
spake unto Cornelius was departed, he 
called two of his household servants, 
and a devout soldier of them that 
waited on him continually; And when 
he had declared all these things unto 
them, he sent them to Joppa,” Acts 10. 


Why did not the angel tell Cornelius 
about Jesus, how He died, arose on the 
third day, ascended to heaven, sat 
down at the right hand of God, and 
about the great outpouring of the 
Holy Ghost in Jerusalem on the day 
of Pentecost? The angel knew all 
these things. If he had told Cornelius, 
this great centurion would have be- 
lieved it. 


Could not God have showed Peter in 
a vision to go to Cornelius’ house in 
Caesarea just as easily as He showed 
him to call not the Gentiles unclean, 
and to go doubting nothing? But this 
was not in accordance with God’s 
plan. Man must make provision for 
the gospel to be carried from city to 
city and from nation to nation. Then 
man must carry the message. 

The angels have their mission and 
man has his. God gave to man the 
responsibility of preaching the gos- 
pel to every creature. Those to whom 
man fails to preach the gospel will 
never hear it. God called Peter to 
preach the gospel and He would not 
allow the angel to preach it for him. 
The men that God has called are de- 
pended on to get the gospel to all the 
world. If we do not preach it, it will 
never be preached. All that we fail 
to do that God ordained we should do, 
will never be done. 


NO EXCUSE 


To preach the gospel is a full and 
lifetime job. It requires every ounce 
of a man’s strength. To preach the 
gospel is not a position of honor, but 
rather a job of hard work, a job that 
another cannot do for you.

“And it came to pass, that, as they 
went in the way, a certain man said 
unto him, Lord, I will follow thee 
whithersoever thou goest. And Jesus 
said unto him, Foxes have holes, and 
birds of the air have nests; but the 
Son of man hath not where to lay his 
head. 

“And he said unto another, Follow 
me. But he said, Lord, suffer me first 
to go and bury my father. Jesus said 
unto him, Let the dead bury their 
dead: but go thou and preach the 
kingdom of God. 

“And another also said, Lord, I will 
follow thee; but let me first go bid 
them farewell, which are at home at 
my house. And Jesus said unto him, 
No man, having put his hand to the 
plow, and looking back, is fit for the 
kingdom of God,” Luke 9:57-62. 

The man who asked for more time 
to go bury his dead father would have 
been excused by any ordinary person. 
Even under extraordinary circum- 
stances we would have excused him. 
But Jesus did not, because the job of 
preaching the kingdom of God was 
more important. Jesus said, “Let the 
dead bury their dead: but go thou 
and preach the kingdom of God.” 

The third man who asked for time 
to go bid his family farewell would 
have been excused by most any 
presbyter.

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In our last article we called your 
attention to the sixteenth chapter of 
Mark, “Go ye into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature.” 
In this article I wish to study with you 
Paul’s charge to Timothy. There is no 
force so propelling in God’s great 
economy as that of the working of the 
Holy Spirit in the lives of men and 
women. They who are dedicated to 
God are not always seeking the inter- 
ests of self but of Him who died for 
them. This is exemplified in the 
sainted Apostle Paul, therefore he 
said, “Follow me as I follow Christ.” 
Paul not only wanted to know the 
power of His resurrection but also the 
FELLOWSHIP OF HIS SUFFERINGS. 
I wonder where we, I say WE, stand 
in this light. It can only be realized 
by those who can sing from the depth 
of the heart and soul, “I’ll go where 
you want me to go, dear Lord, over 
mountain or plain or sea. I’ll say what 
you want to me say, dear Lord; I’ll be 
what you want me to be.” Oh, what a 
blessed personal relationship! 

Please visualize a great man of God, 
humble, meek, submissive, tender and 
loving—Paul it is. He sits in prison—a 
damp, dirty, lonely, secluded cell. Yes, 
but God meets with His people, even 
there. A sainted prisoner once said, 
“Jesus came into my cell this morn- 
ing and every cold, slimy, stone shone 
like a ruby.” Yes, and there is going 
to be a pay-off in the morning when 
the saints are gathered home and we 
tell the story SAVED BY GRACE. 


Paul, who was imprisoned because. 


he preached the gospel, wrote to his 
beloved son in the Lord, Timothy (2 
Tim. 4:1), “I charge thee therefore 
before God.” Here Paul calls God to 
witness and this makes it serious bus- 
iness. It’s hard to squirm out of such a 
call as this. You men working in the 
factories, who have left the call of 
God, had better renew your covenant 
and get in the harness for the Lord. 
Souls might be required at your hands 
if God has called you. God called you 
Ind you have to answer that call in 
some manner. LOOK! the fields are 
white unto harvest. 
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“I charge thee before the Lord Jesus 
Christ.” Jesus Christ is also called to 
witness. This was a solemn occasion 
for Timothy. Paul was in prison for 
doing the very thing he is asking Tim- 
othy to do, and besides that, Paul is 
charging him before God and Jesus 
Christ. To make it more impressive, 
Paul says, “Who shall judge the quick 
and the dead.” No way to get out of 
it for He will judge the quick (living) 
and the dead (ones passed on). So 
whether we are dead or alive, the call 
of God will meet us and we shall give 
an account as to how we treated that 
call. To make it still more effective 
Paul said “at his appearing and his 
kingdom.” At this time I want to bring 
in the sheaves for Him, because of 
hearing the call to tell of His love and 
because I loved Him well enough to 
fulfill my duty to that call. I do not 
regret my service for God. Men who 
were in sin heard the gospel through 
His humble servant and are now 
preaching and singing this glad story 
in the North, East, West, and South, 
and, my, how it makes our hearts 
glad! I must be true to my calling of 
Him, He is the rewarder. Blessed be 
His name! 

So all of God’s ministers are 
“CHARGED BEFORE GOD AND 
JESUS CHRIST, WHO SHALL JUDGE 
THE QUICK AND THE DEAD AT HIS 
APPEARING AND HIS KINGDOM.” 
Charged to do what? “Preach the 
Word.” Never on earth was there 
such a need as the preaching of the 
WORD. How hearts are hungry for it, 
starving for it, begging for it, crying 
for it. Brethren, let us study the WORD 
and preach the WORD. We are 
charged before God and the Lord 
Jesus Christ to preach the Word. Let 
me assure you that when the Word is 
preached and believed, men will have 
a hope everlasting. 

“Be instant in season, out of season” 
or be zealous. at all times to do His 
biddings. These things are required of 
the CALLED OF GOD. 

“Reprove,” which means to con- 
vince, admonish. I believe this is to 
be seasoned with love and gentleness.

Some, however, had rather use the full 
strength of the word because of ad- 
vantage, and make it to read, berate, 
scold, etc. We might ask ourselves in 
this instance, What would Jesus do? 

“Rebuke”—a sharp reproof, repri- 
mand. We should seek the will of God 
in this matter. To rebuke one out of 
order might kill his spirit and so break 
his heart that it would never be healed 
again. Some may be wrong yet honest 
in their actions. These are not to be 
rebuked but dealt with gently. Then 
there are those who are self-willed, 
rebellious, and are not willing to do 
the right, and a rebuke might be the 
very thing that would awaken them. 
We must remember we are charged be- 
fore God and we must know what God 
requires of us who are called. 

“Exhort with all longsuffering and 
doctrine.” This means to encourage, 
to use the utmost patience as a teach- 
er of the Word. Some pride themselves 
in the number they turn out of the 
church, and may even be overjoyed to 
tell of how they cleaned the church 
up. Such methods generally allow a 
man to stay in as pastor about a year, 
or perhaps two, and then he hunts 
another place and has another house- 
cleaning, as he calls it. This is not to 
reflect on the man who stays only one 
year but we must admit that “wisdom 
is justified of her children.” It’s bet- 
ter to have a passion for souls and 
save them for the church than to 
have an urge to show a strong hand 
and cast them out. Again we must re- 
member we are charged before God 
and have a calling and we must realize 
what is required of us. “The time will 
come when they will not endure sound 
doctrine.” This constitutes more than 
preaching at or to a few individuals 
whom we feel might not just measure 
to our way of thinking. It covers those 
principles established on the records 
of truth sealed with the blood of Jesus. 
The standards of holiness must be 
held up. The Church, in its Biblical 
setting as that body bought with 
blood (Acts 20:28), must be supported. 
The Church, as a visible organic in-

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The writer has always held that the 
official magazine of a religious organi- 
zation is not the proper place for a 
minister to air his private doctrines. 
It is, rather, the channel through 
which the organization conveys to its 
membership, friends, and to the world 
at large, the great doctrines of the 
Church. And, of course, its testimo- 
nies, comforts, and the news and ac- 
tivities of the church body. 

A preacher once said, “The minis- 
ter may have his doubts in his study, 
but never in the pulpit.” There he 
must be a positive dynamo of God’s 
great truths. But there are vital doc- 
trinal points on which we do not see 
alike. We all agree that the Lord heals 
the sick, but are not always in accord 
as to His method. We all agree that 
our Lord is coming again, to catch 
His waiting bride away, but there is 
some difference as to when, and as to 
who will be taken when He does come. 
There is a wide diversity of opinion as 
to just whom or what the ten virgins 
represent, found in the story given in 
our text—Matt. 25:1-13. 

Hence, the purpose of this article 
is not to cram down your throats and 
force you to swallow the writer’s opin- 
ion, but rather to touch upon some 
of the great truths found herein, and 
inspire you to a _ new determina- 
tion to hold fast to the end. “ For be- 
hold he cometh, and all his holy an- 
gels with him.” “—And they shall see 
the Son of man coming in the clouds 
of heaven with POWER and GREAT 
GLORY. And he shall send his angels 
with a GREAT SOUND of a trumpet, 
and they shall gather together his 
elect from the four winds, from one 
end of heaven to the other.” Matt. 
24:30, 31. Amen! Even so, COME, Lord 
Jesus! 


There are those who hold that the 
virgins represent the Jewish nation; 
others, that it is those with the Holy 
Ghost and those without. We will not 
enter into that controversy. Certain 
it is that these virgins WENT FORTH 
TO MEET THE BRIDEGROOM. And 
also it is certain that the Lord closed 
this particular portion of His Olivet 
discourse by drawing this lesson— 
“Watch therefore, for ye know neither 
the day nor the hour wherein the 
SON OF MAN COMETH,” Matt. 25:13. 

So I feel that we are safe in conclud- 
ing that, whatever other lessons the 
Lord may have meant to convey, or to 
whom, He certainly is talking to those 
who would be living in the end time, 
that glorious last generation hour in

which a happy, Holy-Ghost-filled peo- 
ple are dressing for the wedding in the 
air, and are lifting up their eyes and 
REJOICING, for their redemption 
draweth nigh!

is coming back to earth again!” Hun- 
dreds of books have been written, each 
proclaiming and proving by scrip- 
ture and rapidly fulfilling prophecy 
that indeed the hour of His coming 
is upon us. And the Holy Ghost wit- 
nesses within us that it is so. 


BUT, Verse 5, “While the Bride- 
groom TARRIED, they all slumbered 
and slept.” According to our Lord’s 
prophecy here, the Bridegroom did not 
come as soon as they expected, and 
the five foolish virgins slept. Correct? 
No! They ALL slumbered and slept! 

The writer was preaching along this 
line one night in a Midwestern revival. 
Dramatically I cried over and over, 
“Beloved, awake, you are ASLEEP! 
You are ASLEEP! YOU ARE ASLEEP 
AND DON’T KNOW IT!” A long, 
gawky mountaineer was actually 
asleep, and as I paused for the words 
to sink in, he chose that moment of 
awed silence to awake, stretch his long 
arms over his head, and yawn loudly, 
“A-W-W-W-W--w-w-uh!” Then he 
promptly fell asleep again. I trust that 
none of you will find yourselves in this 
poor man’s shoes when the great mid- 
night cry rings forth, BEHOLD THE 
BRIDEGROOM COMETH, in _ that 
last great trumpet warning to the 
church, and will be too indifferent to 
GO FORTH TO MEET HIM, but will, 
like this man, promptly fall asleep 


‘again. 


We were in a revival in a large tab- 
ernacle in a great Midwestern city, 
where a2 woman came to us with the 
story of a striking vision she had just 
had. In the vision she entered the 
tabernacle and walked down one of 
the long. aisles. At first she thought she 
had arrived early, for there was no 
one there. Then she beheld that the 
tabernacle benches were full, but 














everyone was lying down, fast —f 
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She walked to the front of the build- 
ing and beheld hundreds of people 
lying around the altar as if they had 
Qe?! fallen asleep or fallen under the 
power of the Spirit. She recognized 
many by their clothing as _ being 
among the most Spirit-filled people 
attending the revival, among them 
Sister Archer. She went to Sister 
Archer to shake her. But when she 
touched the clothing they just crum- 
bled. The clothing lay as if contain- 
ing a body, but the body was gone. In 
awesome fear she went from one to 
another and found the same condi- 
tion. The Lord had come and taken 
them, while the great portion of the 
congregation slept in their seats! 


That is what convinced John when 
hurrying to the tomb after receiving 
news of the Lord’s resurrection. He 
followed Peter into the tomb—‘“and 
saw and believed!” What did he see 
that brought the great conviction of 
truth into his heart that indeed the 
Lord was risen? The preceding verses 
say that Peter entered the tomb first 
and “seeth the linen clothes lie, and 
the napkin that was about His head 
not lying with the linen clothes, but 
WRAPPED TOGETHER in a place by 
itself.” John 20:6-8. “Then went in al- 
so that other disciple, which came 
first to the sepulchre (John), AND 
HE SAW, AND BELIEVED.” 

It was the condition of the grave 
cloth, not all unwrapped from around 
the body, but still lying as if it were 
wrapped round and round the body. 
And where the head had rested lay 
the napkin, “not lying with the linen 
clothes,” but “in a place by itself,” and 
“wrapped together”! 

The Lord’s body had been lifted 
right out of the linen clothes and 
head napkin and left the clothing still 
wrapped as if they contained the 
body! But, “He is not here: for He is 
risen,—come, see the place where the 
Lord lay.” Matt. 28:6. No wonder Mary 
didn’t recognize Him. He had left His 
earthly garments behind and was 
clothed in heavenly gowns. So shall 
be the coming of our Lord! These old 
earthly rags on which we bestow so 
much pride and care will be left where 
we happen to be when the Lord comes, 
and we will put on the wedding gar- 
ments of the air! “Behold, I shew you 
a mystery; we shall not all sleep, but 
we shall all be changed, in a moment, 
in the twinkling of an eye, at the last 
‘trump: for the trumpet shall sound, 
and the dead shall be raised incor- 
ruptible, and we shall be changed. For 
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this corruptible must put on incorrup- 
tion, and this mortal must put on im- 
mortality.” 

Surely we do not wish to be found 
in indifferent sleep when He comes, 
do we? for, “unto them that LOOK 
FOR HIM shall he appear the second 
time without sin unto salvation.” Heb. 
9:28. 

What did they do while the bride- 
groom tarried? They slumbered and 
slept! That is, they grew indifferent. 
They lost the zeal of that great hope 
of His soon coming. They let down on 
their impetuous zeal for Christ, and 
relaxed from their holy living. They 
let the oil burn out and didn’t keep 
their vessels filled. They eased up on 
their old faith in Christ as their heal- 
er and turned back to medicine and 
doctors, after having once determined 
to trust Him unto death. They no 
longer prayed as they once prayed. 
The joy is largely gone, and no longer 
does a burning yearning for lost souls 
consume them. The message of His 
very soon coming lost its exhilarating 
uplift—they had heard it all so often 
before, and He had not come. 

From about 1915 to 1935 a vast flood 
of books were printed and sold deal- 
ing with the second coming of our 
Lord. Prophetic evangelists toured 
the nation holding prophecy revivals 
and filling large auditoriums with the 
one theme—The Soon Coming of Our 
Lord. Prior to 1900 most of our Chris- 
tian world were _ postmillennialists. 
That is, they believed we would final- 
ly create a world of peace, usher in the 
millennium, and then after that glori- 
ous thousand years of peace on earth, 


our Lord would come. But the new 
message of the Holy Ghost, “Behold 
he cometh,” reached into all denomi- 
nations, until today even the Metho- 
dists, Baptists, Presbyterians, etc., are 
divided into two great camps—the 
Modernists and the Fundamentalists. 
The Fundamentalists believe the Lord 
is soon to return again, and the Mod- 
ernists, having rejected that glo- 
rious truth, don’t believe mfuch 
of anything! Not even the virgin 
birth, the resurrection nor the divinity 
of Jesus. 

And while none of the more intel- 
ligent of these writers attempted to 
set the date of His return, they were 
in almost unanimous agreement that 
it could not possibly be later than 
1936! These conclusions were based on 
“time prophecy,” world conditions 
such as the great falling away, 
the supposed time prophecies of the 
pyramids, etc. But He did not come, 
did He? He delayed His coming! And 
what has been the result? A very evi- 
dent slacking of. interest in “second 
coming” books and sermons. The 
Roman Empire did, in some sense, 
revive, but fell again, and our favorite 
antichrist, Mussolini, passed ignomi- 
nously out of the picture. There 
is a vast decrease in the num- 
ber of “second coming” books, 
and the prophetic evangelists now 
preach to numerous empty seats. The 
virgins, representing the millions of 
Holy Ghost people who have watched 
and prepared so intently, are falling 
asleep. (A woman in prophecy repre- 
sents a religious movement; the vir- 
gins, a holy movement; the harlot, an 
unholy religious movement.) What 
else did they do while the Bridegroom 
tarried? 

In their semi-backslidden and in- 
different spiritual condition they be- 
came quarrelsome, and began to 
abuse, criticize and fuss with their 
fellow church members. 

Matt. 24:10, “And then shall many 
be offended, and shall betray one 
another, and shall hate one another.” 
What a horrible picture, and yet it 
is regrettable to have to state that 
this is as true a picture of many 
church people today (supposedly 
filled with the Spirit) as if it had 
been written yesterday. 

“And then shall many be offended.” 
People filled with the Holy Ghost are 
not easily offended! Psa. 119:165, 
“Great peace have they that love thy 
law: and NOTHING SHALL OFFEND

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“And he carried me away in the 
spirit to a great and high mountain, 
and shewed me that great city. 

“On the east three gates; on the 
north three gates; on the south three 
gates, and on the west three gates. 


“And I turned to see the voice that 
spake with me. 

“Nevertheless, I have somewhat 
against thee, because thou hast left 
thy first love.” (Revelation) 


Perhaps offhand it may seem 
strange to link these scriptures. How- 
ever, some years ago I heard a won- 
derful message on “The Gates of the 
City of Heaven,” which made a last- 
ing impression. The eastern gates were 
portrayed as being for those who leave 
this world in the springtime of youth. 
Our babies who leave us, our fair- 
haired youth, all go in at the eastern 
gates. The western gates were for 
those who leave here after their 
“threescore years and ten,” just as the 
sun sets at the end of a long day. The 
southern gates were for those easy- 
going Christians who take life in a 
droll way. If it is convenient for 
them to attend church, well and good; 
if not, they are content to stay at 
home. But the northern gates, how 
different! They were for those hardy 
Christians, typical of the rugged 
north lands; those willing to “pay the 
price” and “endure hardness as a good 
soldier of Jesus Christ” (2 Tim. 2:3). 
When they enter the north gates they 
can say with Paul, “I bear in my 
body the marks of the Lord Jesus” 
(Gal. 6:17). Persecutions, afflictions, 
weariness and painfulness, hunger 
and thirst, poverty; all these are but 
the marks of the Son of God, “for ye 
know the grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ that, though he was rich, yet 
for your sakes he became poor, that 
ye through his poverty might be rich” 
(2 Cor. 8:9). 

In meditating upon the subject of 
the “gates” recently, the thought sug- 
gested itself that our admission 
through those gates will be dependent 
on our loyalty to our first love. If we 
are to have the escort of the Master 
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Lover through the gates into the city, 
we must be true to Him. 

Jesus said to the Church of God: “I 
know thy works, and thy labour, and 
thy patience, and how thou canst not 
bear them which are evil; and thou 
hast tried them which say they are 
apostles, and are not, and hast found 
them liars; and hast borne, and hast 
patience, and for my name’s sake hast 
laboured, and hast not fainted. Nev- 
ertheless I HAVE SOMEWHAT 
AGAINST THEE, BECAUSE THOU 
HAST LEFT THY FIRST LOVE.” 

What was our “first love”? The “Son 
of man” who came “not to be minis- 
tered unto, but to minister, and to give 
his life a ransom for many.” He was 
our “First Love.” We did not quit 
wearing our jewelry because of any 
church rules against it, but because 
of our regard for our “First Love.” We 
did not wear our dresses a decent 
length because the Church board told 
us to, but because we wanted to please 
our “First Love.” We did not wear our 
hair long because of some set of rules 
against short hair, but because our 
“First Love” told us it was “our glory” 
(1 Cor. 11:15). 

And yet, we find in the Church of 
God today women who are pining for 
our rules to be modified so they can 
wear their wedding rings; women who 
will cut their hair as short as they 
can, without keing caught, in order to 
get a “permanent”; women who wear 
their dresses so short that when they 
go to the altar to pray for sinner folk, 
the only way one can keep from see- 
ing “bare knees” is to shut their eyes. 
And yet we like to be called “holiness” 
folk. 

The Lord was not talking to the 
heathen when He said: “I have some- 
what against thee.” It was to the 
Church of God. Folk do not have to be 
radical or fanatical on the dress sub- 
ject to be Biblical. I have often thought 
of my own experience, when I hear 
folk make such flimsy excuses for 
their manner of dress. For years I 
worked in an office where I met the 
best kind of people, but they were 
worldly. I never saw the time I could 


not meet with them, as well-dressed as 
any, and respected, and at the same 
time I could have stepped into the 
most radical holiness meeting and 
not have been criticized about 
my dress. The Bible says, “Let your 
moderation be known unto all men” 
(Phil. 4:5), but He was speaking spe- 
cifically to the women when He said: 
“that they be in behaviour AS BE- 
COMETH HOLINESS” (Titus 2:3). 

Methinks when we go _ sweeping 
through the north gates to the New 
Jerusalem, on the arm of our “First 
Love,” that the gold we do without 
down here on our fingers will be noth- 
ing to compare with the “streets of 
gold” we will walk on up there; the 
fancy clothes we do without down 
here, for His sake, will be as nothing 
when we see the “robes of white” He 
has prepared for us up there; and the 
hair adornments we thought so pret- 
ty down here will sink into oblivion 
when we see our “crown of righteous- 
ness” laid up for us up there. 

What a privilege it is to be true to 
our “First Love” down here; not be- 
cause we have to, but because we 
want to; to just love Him “because He 
first loved us,” (1 John 4:19).

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-», What Does Sanctified Mean? 





First, it means holy. Holy means 
something clean and pure. Second, it 
means to dedicate; that is, to do away 
with everything that’s not like God, 
and be fully surrendered to God’s 
guidance. Then, when we read the 
precious Bible and find our lives don’t 
quite measure up to it, that is when 
we know whether we are sanctified 
and submitted to His guidance or not. 
If we are, it’s our pleasure to ask God’s 
forgiveness and to sanctify us that we 
might be able to overcome whatever 
it is, which, of course, means to sepa- 
rate us from whatever it might be. 
Therefore, to be sanctified is to be- 
come more like Christ in spirit, and 
we have to be willing to let God lead 
us instead of man or human nature. 
Also, it means something to stay sanc- 
tified, for we can’t lay down something 
long enough to get sanctified and then 
go back to doing the old thing over 
again. Sanctification won’t return evil 
for evil. It makes you pray for your 
enemy and love everybody. Friends, if 
we can’t do this, and it comes from 
our hearts, we are far from right, for 
He looks on the heart and not on how 
we look or how we dress, or how pretty 
we are. Praise God, it’s the heart, and 
if He’s in your heart, you’ll look holy 
on the outside, too. 


You say, “Well, I can live without 
being sanctified.” Yes, and you’ll dis- 
please God too. We read in the 17th 
chapter of St. John where Christ was 
praying for His disciples. He prayed 
thus,—‘“Sanctify them through thy 
truth: thy word is truth. As thou hast 
sent me into the world, even so have 
I also sent them into the world. And 
for their sakes I sanctify myself, that 
they also might be sanctified through 
the truth.” You may have trod many a 
prayer under your feet, but you’d bet- 
ter not go on heedless to Christ’s 
prayer. 1 Peter 3:15, “But sanctify 
the Lord God in your hearts: and be 
ready always to give an answer to 
every man that asketh you a reason of 
the hope that is in you with meekness 
and fear.” Heb. 13:12, “Wherefore 
Jesus also, that he might sanctify the 
people with his own blood, suffered 
without the gate.” Christ suffered that 
you and I might be sanctified with 
His own blood, so why go on any long- 
er unsanctified? 1 Thess. 5:23, “And 
the very God of peace sanctify you 
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wholly, and I pray God your whole 
spirit and soul and body be preserved 
blameless unto the coming of the 
Lord Jesus Christ.” 

Friends, if you deny sanctification, 
you are trying to make Christ and His 
Word a liar. Read 2 Thess. 2:13, “But 
we are bound to give thanks always to 
God for you, brethren beloved of fhe 
Lord, because God has from the be- 
ginning chosen you to _ salvation 
through sanctification of the Spirit 
and belief of the truth.” So if you'll 
get sanctified good, you can under- 
stand and believe God’s Word when 
you read it. Christ didn’t say one thing 
and mean another, He meant for all 
of us to believe alike. Eph. 5:26, “That 
he might sanctify and cleanse it with 
the washing of water by the word.” So 
according to this verse, we are not 
clean if we are not sanctified. There 
are too many little things that we are 
not willing to give up unless we are 
sanctified. 


If Jesus should come now, would He 
find you doing His will? You say, 
“What is His will?” God’s Word will 
answer your question correctly. 1 
Thess. 4:3, “For this is the will of God, 
even your sanctification.” How can 
you doubt that and still be a Chris- 
tian? You say, “What is sanctifica- 
tion?” Acts 26:18, “To open their eyes 
and to turn them from darkness to 
light, and from the power of Satan 
unto God. That they may receive for- 
giveness of sins, and an inheritance 





among them which are sanctified by 
faith that is in me.” These words were 
spoken by Jesus Christ. Don’t you 
want to be turned from Satan’s pow- 
er unto God, and be able to understand 
God’s Word by the revealing of the 
Spirit? Then take God at His Word and 
believe on Him. Read 2 Chron. 30:3, 8, 
“For they could not keep it at that 
time, because the priests had not 
sanctified themselves sufficiently, nei- 
ther had the people gathered them- 
selves together to Jerusalem. Now be 
ye not stiffnecked, as your fathers 
were, but yield yourselves unto the 
Lord, and enter into his sanctuary, 
which he hath sanctified for ever: and 
serve the Lord your God that the 
fierceness of his wrath may turn from 
you.”

Rev. 22:18, 19, “For I testify unto 
every man that heareth the words of 
the prophecy of this book, If any man 
shall add unto these things, God shall 
add unto him the plagues that are 
written in this book: And if any man 
shall take away from the words of the 
book of this prophecy, God shall take 
away his part out of the book of life, 
and out of the holy city, and from the 
things which are written in this book.”

NUNS VISIT AT U. S. EXPENSE 

That seventeen Roman Catholic 
nuns of South America have been 
brought to the United States at Gov- 
ernment expense and under auspices 
of the State Department to take up 
studies in our hospitals, is a fact 
brought out in a dispatch by the Re- 
ligious News Service of Atlanta, Ga. 

The State Department tries to mit- 
igate this connection between Roman 
Catholicism and the State Depart- 
ment by saying that the nuns are 
here as social and not religious work- 
ers. Nevertheless, the fact remains 
that they wear the regalia of a re- 
ligious order of a church that for 


centuries has been mixed up in the 
cabalas and machinations of inter- 
national politics, has backed the 
enemies of the democracies in this 
war, has been Fascist since World War 
I. Although, because the Vatican has 
backed the losing side in this war and 
now is carrying on worldwide propa- 
ganda to deny that it is or ever was 
Fascist, all students of the problem 
know that the evidence is overwhelm- 
ing to convict the Pope and his 
rulers, the Jesuits, of being Fascist 
to the core. 

It is now the nuns of this same 
church which the State Department

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MORE ABOUT THE TERRIBLE 
FLOOD IN MEXICO 


The following is from a letter just 
received from Brother Hargrave: 

“Dear Brother in the faith of our 
Lord Jesus: I found it necessary to 
go immediately and visit Oaxaca in 
order to help our brothers there. I 
found them without a church, with- 
out homes, clothes, and food; in other 
words, without a town. All that can 
be seen everywhere is destruction, 
ruins, and desolation. Do you remem- 
ber what a beautiful church they 
had? It is now only a heap of bricks 
and sand. The waters of the Papa- 
loapan River overflowing their banks 
have taken everything; but, thank 
God, only a few brothers were 
drowned. All along the river desola- 
tion exists and, naturally, it affected 
our brothers more than the others. 

“Tomorrow I am leaving again for 
those places, taking clothes and other 
things to help those who have been 
hurt, and they are many. In this sec- 
tion alone there are more than a thou- 
sand brothers affected. What has 
happened is indescribable. Later I 
shall send you some pictures I took 
of those places and I shall give you 
more details later—Vessie Hargrave.” 


TORNADO IN JAMAICA 


We have had a number of letters 
from Jamaica. Following is a quota- 
tion from one of them: 


“On the 20th of August a great hur- 
ricane swept the Island. Thousands 
and thousands are now left homeless. 
Our Government has been busy dis- 
tributing food and shelter, such as 
tents. 

“Speaking for St. Ann, as a parish 
pastor for the Church of God, I can 
say we have suffered very badly. 
There are approximately two thou- 
sand people homeless in this one 
parish. As for the churches, four of 
the buildings were smashed up and 
we do not know how and when they 
will be rebuilt, for even their cultiva-

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tion and fruit trees were destroyed. 

“Other religious bodies are making 
plans to help the unfortunate, and 
feel that we should do our part. We 
are organizing a fund called the 
“Storm Relief Fund.” We are asking 
our brethren to contribute to this 
fund. Anything will be appreciated, 
such as used clothing for men, women, 
boys and girls. If you do not have the 
above mentioned things, and if God 
speaks to your heart, a few dollars 
will help. 

“Some of our church people are 
leaving tomorrow morning on a sixty- 
mile journey, by foot, in order to ob- 
tain some help, and then may not 
get any.” 

I am wondering if some of you 
would not like to send USED CLOTH- 
ING to either Mexico or Jamaica. The 
Mexican Government has, in the past, 
allowed us to send used clothing duty 
free, and the British Consul in Wash- 
ington D. C., cabled the governor of 
Jamaica and he has given us permis- 
sion to send used clothing to Jamaica 
free of duty for the relief of the mem- 
bers of our church who suffered in 
the above mentioned hurricane. Any- 
one desiring to send used clothing 
may send them to the Church of God 
Foreign Mission Department, Cleve- 
land, Tennessee; or, if you can get 
enough for a reasonable size box, 
write us and we shall give you direc- 
tions for shipping direct to either 
place. 


Any contribution to alleviate the 
suffering among our people will be 
appreciated.—Mission Secretary.

We 
are continuously receiving word from 
some of the boys in the Armed Serv- 
ices that they have been in a prayer 
meeting or revival. Then we get let- 
ters from others in foreign countries 
that have come in contact with our 
boys, and have been so impressed by 
their godly lives that they wish to 
know more about the Church of God. 
It may be of interest to some to know 
that we have a small collection in the 
mission office now, of little articles 
that your Mission Secretary has 
brought in from his traveling. In case 
there are duplicates of items donated 
for the school, we shall appreciate 
having the overflow or “the crumbs” 
to add to our collection here.

is bringing to the United States at 
the expense of Protestant taxpayers. 
Can anyone imagine the Govern- 
ments of Argentina, Portugal, Spain 
or Italy bringing seventeen Protestant 
nurses into their countries at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayers of those 
countries to study in their hospitals? 

And, after all, there is in the Unit- 
ed States of America a _ principle 
known as the separation of State and 
Church which, up to now, the Vatican 
has been forced to recognize—but it 
looks as though certain citizens in key 
positions in the State Department feel 
there is no longer any reason to con- 
sider this principle valid when it suits 
the Roman Catholic hierarchy in the 
United States to have them ignore it. 

A Pan-American Catholic program 
financed by taxpayers of the U. S. A. 
is not exactly calculated to stir en- 
thusiasm among Protestants. Loyola 
University of Atlanta has just inaug- 
urated an “Institute of Inter-Amer- 
ican Affairs.” The visit of the nuns 
is part of a program in process of de- 
velopment for an interchange of. visits 
between Catholic leaders and students 
of the two continents.—Scottish Rite 
News Bulletin.

THEM.” When we get offended we 
lower ourselves to the level of the of- 
fender. One of the fruits of the Spirit 
is that we are—‘not easily offend- 
ed.” 

And yet this is one of the common- 
est sins of the church today— 
speaking abusively of one another and 
becoming offended one with another, 
until the poor pastor has no time to 
visit the lost and discouraged; he is 
too busy running around with a paci- 
fying bottle. A minister friend, pas- 
toring a large independent Pentecos- 
tal church, once told his congrega- 
tion that he was tempted to hang a 
sign on the front of his pulpit—“Wet 
Nurse,” “For,” he said, “all of my valu- 
able time is taken up nursing the 
grown-up babies of the church.” 

I always feel sorry for a pastor who 
takes a church which has been noted 
for its past success, but has been going 
steadily downhill for some time. Frus- 
tration, loss of spiritual power and 
blessing, and self-willed leaders who 
will rule or ruin, create in such a 
church a sad, indifferent, quarrelsome 
spirit. The new preacher preaches his 
heart out and his moss-covered con- 
gregation sits back with scarcely an 
amen, as much as to Say, “Well, now, 
let’s see what this fellow can-do. All 
the others have failed.” The poor 
preacher is setting a table of good 
foods before a congregation of slum- 
bering SAINTS. 

I once asked a cattle owner why his 
cattle were so full of cockleburs. “Oh,” 
he said, “they have been down in the 
dry lands through the cold, hard win- 
ter. They are long-haired, underfed, 
cocklebur-covered critters. But spring 
is coming soon now and we will drive 
them north into the green pastures; 
then all the long hairs will fall off, 
and with them the cockleburs, and 
the critters will fatten up and look 
sleek and happy again.” So, preacher, 
if you have a flock of long-haired, un- 
derfed, cocklebur-covered critters in 
your congregation, try to stir up a 
good old-fashioned, Holy Ghost revi- 
val in the midst, and when they get 
to feeding in the green pastures again, 
the long hair and burs will fall off 
and they will get sleek and happy and 
ready for the coming of the Lord. 

And in the midst of all this we find 
preachers who are like the illustration 
given by the Lord in Matt. 24:45-51. 
The “faithful and wise servant” is the 
minister, “whom the Lord hath made

ruler over his household (the Church), 
to give them meat in due season” 
(the pure Word of God, feeding them 
in love and sincerity). “BLESSED is 
that servant whom his Lord when HE 
COMETH shall find so doing.” 

“But and if that evil servant shall 
say in his heart, MY LORD DELAY- 
ETH HIS COMING; and shall begin to 
smite his fellow servants ....”’ I’m 
afraid we have too many “smiting” 
servants of the Lord ruling over the 
Lord’s household. If ever in the world 
the good church people needed mes- 
sages of comfort, consolation, and 
love, it is now, and yet many return 
from church discouraged and grouchy, 
because the minister is always “beat- 
ing his fellow servants,’ not with a 
club but with words of condemnation. 
When a minister’s message loses its 
love, it has lost its power to heal. 

And we have many church laws, 
rightly established to guard the sanc- 
tity and holiness of the body, but and 
if the church and its leadership lose 
its first love, then these very laws, de- 
signed to protect the church, become 
the stumbling block over which mercy 
and holiness fall. For example, thou- 
sands of people are so occupied in un- 
holy criticism of those fellow Chris- 
tians who do not observe the exact 
law of holy dress, that they themselves 
lose all semblance of holiness in the 
merciless and loveless criticism of 
their hearts and mouths. 

“And at MIDNIGHT there was a cry 
made.” MIDNIGHT! the midnight 
hour of earth’s sin and sorrow. Its 
darkest hour of the night! The first 
World War ended on the _ eleventh 
hour of the eleventh day, of the 
eleventh month of the year, eleven 
days after the Turks surrendered, 
which was eleven months after Gene- 
ral Allenby marched into Jerusalem! 
And many prophetic students have 
taken this to be a trumpet call of the 
Lord to the world of the Church, an- 
nouncing that the eleventh hour had 
been entered and the midnight hour 
was fast coming upon us. And surely 
midnight has settled down over the 
earth in all of its awful sin, suffering, 
and sorrow. To Jew, Gentile, and 
Christian this has been the blackest 
hour of man’s history. It is needless to 
go into detail, for we are all too famil- 
iar with the heathenish, fiendish, an- 
imal-like cruelty of the Germans 
in this war, a supposedly Chris- 
tian, civilized nation; with the awful 
slaughter of Jews, greatest in Jewish 
history; with the unbelievable immor- 


ality among our young and old of this 
nation; of the crusading millions with 
their false cults and religions; of the 
godless modernists, leading their gull- 
able church members into hell by the 
millions; of the unprecedented sorrow 
and loneliness that has engulfed the 
entire world. Yes, surely the world’s 
midnight hour is upon it. It is of in- 
terest, if nothing else, to note that the 
invasion of western Europe began on 
the sixth hour of the sixth day of the 
sixth month of the year. And in the 
sixth book of the Bible, sixth chapter, 
sixth verse, Joshua gave orders that 
began the fall of Jericho, that city of 
sinners. It may mean nothing, and it 
could mean that we are at 6 o’clock 
of the eleventh hour or of the mid- 
night hour, or half way through it. 


“And at midnight there was a cry 
made, BEHOLD THE BRIDEGROOM 
COMETH, GO YE OUT TO MEET 
HIM!” What is the message of the 
hour? I believe it is a message of con- 
solation, comfort, and exhortation to 
the saints to hold the fort for He is 
coming. But any moment, any hour, 
any day now, I, personally, anticipate 
anew moving of the Holy Ghost 
among us, and His message will be, 
“BEHOLD THE BRIDEGROOM 
COMETH!” It will be the GREAT 
MIDNIGHT CRY. It will be a short 
but great and glorious upheaval of 
the power of the Holy Spirit, awaken- 
ing the Church, planting anew that 
glorious and joyous hope and EX- 
PECTANCY of the very soon coming 
of the Lord. When the call comes the 
Lord will come right after it, and only 
part of the Church will have kept the 
holy fires of the Holy Spirit burning 
sufficiently to be ready. Only half 
of them will have oil. Quickly trim up 
the old wick of holiness so the light 
will burn brightly, and be ready for 
His coming! The last message of the 
Lord to the churches is His admoni- 
tion to the Philadelphian church, that 
great Holy Ghost church of the last 
days. To them he says, “Because thou 
hast kept the word of my patience, I 
will also keep thee from the hour of 
temptation, which shall come upon 
all the world, to try them that dwell 
upon the earth. BEHOLD, I COME 
QUICKLY: HOLD THAT FAST 
WHICH THOU HAST, THAT NO MAN 
TAKE THY CROWN,” Rev. 3:10, 11.
